This adroit Mephistopheles, smoothing its scowl 
with a smile, leers into the listening northern ear that its investments 
will be jeopardized by justice; that the perpetration of political wrongs 
means safety to property. It appeals to the sordid part of human nature 
and hopefully indorses the assertion of one of its most conspicuous leaders 
that “the American people prefer moral rottenness to the semblance of 
being robbed.”

The fair elections bill, nicknamed 
the “force” bill, and against the enact- 
ment of which are gathered all the 
Democratic hostiles of the “bad lands” 
and a few Republican squaw-men who 
dread diminished rations from the alli- 
ance agency, is as necessary a provision 
for honest elections in the north as in, 
the south. The preposterous dread of 
negro supremacy is not more menac-

It becomes our 
affair, however, if fear of property or life suppresses a vast vote, to the 
voicing of a few and the selection of a member of congress by the casting 
of a thousand or three thousand votes while elsewhere it requires thirty 
thousand. One hundred Democratic votes south of the Potomac are by 
existing methods made equal in weight and influence to a thousand north 
of it. The question before the federal senate is not one of senatorial 
courtesy but of national honor and national justice.

The Spirit iat the Times, of New York, says —‘‘ An 
extraordinary advance in the use of cocoa seems to have 
taken place of late years in England. In the house of 
commons this last session the Right Hon. G. J. Goschen, 
the chancellor of the exchequer, called attention to it as 
a cause for much of the falling off in the use of coffee. 
He attributed it in a measure to the position a prepara- 
tion of cocoa known as ‘Grateful and Comforting’ had 
taken. In accord with this suggestion it may be inter- 
esting to follow the course cocoa has taken in England 
since 1832, when the duty which had been standing at 
6d. per lb., with an importation of over half a million 
pounds, was reduced to 2d. per lb., and not long after 
we find the homceopathic doctrine of medicine intro- 
duced into the kingdom, and that the use of cocoa was 
specially advocated by physicians adopting that mode 
of practice. Soon after we find the first homceopathic 
chemists established in England (the firm of James 
Epps & Co.) produced a special preparation, which only 
needed boiling water or milk to be at once ready for 
the table, and the superior character of this production 
has, no doubt, done much, as the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer said, to bring about (backed as it was by a 
further reduction of the duty to 1d. per lb.) the advance 
made.”
